Many e>m rn unities are getting an 
inferior brand of teachers because

salaries. 
Teachers who would be efficient, are 
also efficient in other lines, aud it is 
4ot necessary for them 
to 
teach 
school at the present low scale of 
salaries. 
Tile superintendent declared that 
there* ara* girls working in Borger 
stores, girls with very little educa­ 
tion, who ere making better salaries 
than women with degrees teaching in 
public schools, with the aboral and 
intellectual guidance of a nation de­ 
pending upon them. 
And they draw 
their salaries 12 months 
a year In­ 
stead of nine. 
It is obvious to most people that 
teachers are underpaid, just as pub­ 
lic officials are underpaid. 
In public 
life, one reason why there is so much 
graft is because insufficient salaries 
are paid to always demand the high­ 
est tyi>e cf citizens in public office. 
Undoubtedly the same rule applies to 
teachers. 
It is not always possible 
to get th* best grade of teachers be­ 
cause the best teachers can acijom- 
ptish more in other professions than 
in the teaching profession with the 
present low' ca tories predominating. 
The average student is under con­ 
trol of public school teachers at least 
1,000 bom’s a year. 
A great deal of 
training can lie instilled into a boy or 
girl in 1,000 hours. 
And if he is 
under the right kind of teacher, he 
will gain a great deal of training, 
both njforal and intellectual. 
That 
training is important—more impor­ 
tant than any other except that se­ 
cured in the home. 
That's why no 
sacrifice istoo great if it will raise 
the standards of public instruction.— 
Borger Herald.
